A.—It wa* opium, and nothing else. 
David S. Beach, stenographer, who reported 
the testimony of the coroner's inquest, was 
examined as to the minutes, and replied that 
they were correct. 
He looked over the origi­ 
nal number* but could not find that H art had 
said in his examination (hut the prisoner had 
denied the shooting. 
Edward Ii. Stokes, father of tile prisoner 
testified: 
He is 72 year* old, lias resided here 
irfiout IO years, und previous to that in Phila­ 
delphia. 
HU son ha* been married about IO 
year*. 
In Junuary 1871 bls son was arrested 
aud put into prison for a day or two. 
From 
Hie time of his trouble* with Fisk. 8 month* 
before hi* last arrest, the prisoner's character 
was changed.

My wife’s mother was iii a weak state of mind 
for years, but not insane.
